FINE GOLD SAVING MACHINE. 


Interesting Description of the Amalgama- 
tor—A British Colambian's Inventian. 


The working model of a fine gold ray - 
ing machine has been constructed at the 
Albion Iron Works at Victoria, which 
may eolve the puzzling problem of sav- 
ing at a small cost the gold contained in 
black rand, the fine gold, sometimes 
inviaible to the naked eve, which is con- 
stantly beiag lost in hydranlic proposi- 
tions, aad with some modification as an 
amalyamator and concent ator in stamp 
mills, increasing the capacity of a stainp 
mill four-fold—eaving the free gold in 
the ore and throwing out the sulphurets 
contained in the tailings for farther 
treatment freed from the lighter matrix. 
This inachine.considering its capabilities, 
is very fimple in construction. Itean be 
made in any size from a hand machine 
for the prospector, with a weight of 
about 150 pounds, with the capacity for 
treating about lite 12 tons per day, to 
that for hydraulic mining, weighing 
nearly a ton and a half, and which can 
draw the privcipal part of the gold from 
2 000 tone of the escaping tailings daily. 
Thee machines will be conatrneted in 
auch a manner that they can be taken fo 
pieces for transportation. A short de: 
scription may be interesting to eome of 
our readers. 

The amalpamating portion of the ma- 
chine consists of an outer cylinder, cop- 
per-lined, and having # depression 
beneath to eontain a large quantitv of 
mercury. Inside this eylinder revolvea 
an inner cylinder made of many folds of 
corrugated copper ranning spirally to the 
centre, at one end of which is a discharge 
opening into an outer chamber in which 
are revolving a number of beatere; the 
sides of this chamber are alao of corru 
gated copper, and between these again 
are current divertora or vaneR moving in 
apporite directions to each other, in such 
a way that they dis'rifnte the current or 
stream of tailings passing throuvh the 
machine alternately on each side of the 
folds. Agthe folds in the entire inner 
cylinder are amalgamated on both sides, 
it will at ence be perceived that the 
amalgamating powers of this ma:hine are 
very vroal; whi e the corrugations in the 
machine net only prevent scouring bat 
make the machine practically a revolving 
ainice box, having amalgamated copper 
ritiles, Means are provided for quickly 
opening the machine, and it takea but a 
few minntes to extract or clean any or all 
of the plates, From the second chamber, 

where the beating or avitating paddles 
are placed, the tailings pass into the dis- 
charge, which, by easily arranged parts 
throws ont two separate grades of tailings, 
heavy and tight. The heavy grade can 
he thrown oat by proper attention to its 
gravity eo a8 to contain but little of the 
waste, and can be saved for farther treat 
ment if found desirable. If the machine 
ia designed to save the tine gold in the 
eecapiog tailings from hydrauhe mines, 
a separate part, consisting of a grating, 
yenerally known aaa “grizziy,” bat of 
improved desica, is provided, having the 
bara extending around the sides and 
bottom, and Joadiny to an under carrent 
placed below the bars, Meane are taken 
to reyuiate the size of the tailings pass - 


ing through the hare into the under 
current.

THE PITTSTON DISASTER, 


Work of Keeculng the Fatombed Miners 
ia Slow. 

The excitement at the Twin shaft in 
Pittston, in which nearly 100 miners are 
entombed, either dead or alive, contin- 
nes. The seene at the month of the 
shaft begwais description, Besides the 
wives and children of the entombed men, 
hundreds of persons are present from 
Kinwvaton, Seranto and Wilkesbarre. The 
grief of the stricken families is intense. 
Wives and children, many of whom 
have not left the mouth of the shaft 
since the terril-le accident, stand near 
tie opening of the death chamber, and 
urge the rescuers to greater eorte, The 
situation is jast abont the same as when 
first reported, Practically nothing has 
been accomplished toward the recovery 
of the men. ‘There ia reareely an old 
miner about the place who does not be- 
lieve that the men are all dead. The 
rescuing party which went into the mine 
at one o’clock came out of the mine at 
reven G@elock.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Withiam Warren, of Wiazipec, the Chief 
Actor in the Tragedy. 


A matriuonial connection which has 
been unhappy since its commencement, 
twenty-five yeara ago, was ende! the 
other morning by a double tragedy which 
will go on record as the most shocking 
that has yeth ppened in Manitoba. Wm. 
Warren while in a fit of ugly temper 
which he haa posseseo] for some time 
and has exhibited on more than one o-- 
casion, attacked his wife with a razor 
while she elept, mutilated her face ina 
horrible manner and nearly severed her 
head from her body. After being con- 
vinced that his bloody work was done 
he stood up before @ mirror and cut his 
own throat. 

Abont 6 o’clock in the morning Mr. 
Fred Lawson, of Winnipeg rashed into 
the police station and informed (ilicer 
Stark, who was on duty, that a murder 
had been committed and the murderer 
had suicided, Sergeant Manro and ¢ili- 
cer Blair were assigned to look after it, 

A short time afterwards a reporter ar- 
rived on the scene, which was the upper 
flat of 2-4 of the Laura terrace on Gun- 
nelistreet, Winnipez. Otlicer Binir ac- 
companied the reporter to the head of 
the stairs, wheraa most tragic and aick 
ening sigitynet his eyes. There were 
pools and stains of blood everywhere. A 
bed in the room adjoining the one at the 
top of the staira, which was'about the tirst 
object to be encountered, was sainrato:d 
with it othe left of the stair door a 
man was lying dead. His throat had | 
been cut deep and wide und he was | 
atained fron head to foot with gore. On 
the thor in another room lay a woman 
in another pool of blood. She was mut- 
ilated beyond recognition, 

The surroundings led one to the opin- 
ion that Warren took a razor and attark- 
ed his wife while she was asleep. Sha 
must have woke up afier receiving the 
firat cut which was somewhere in the 
face, and commenced to defend herself. 
Daring the strngzle she Was cnt in the 
face three times more and managed dat- 
ing that lime to getout into the dining | 
room where she dropped to the thor. 

' 
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Warren then got down and tintshed his 
deadly work by nearly severing his wife's | 
head from her body, After that he | 
viewed himself carefully before the nite | 
ror and then cut his own throat from ear | 
to oar and right through the wind pipe. 
He put the razor down on the bnrean | 
after thia and staggered into the dinine | 
rooin to take another look at his mutil- | 
ated wife. ile remained for probably 
two minutes, and then went hack into | 
the parlor and in the direction of a small 
room where hia youngest son elept. tle 
fell to the thor within three feet of the 
door, 

Two boarders who were sleeping in a 
room acjoining the dining room beeame 
aroused by this time and came cut, Mr, 
Lawson immediately started for a doctor 
and to inform the police, while Mr. 
Hutcheson went to aronse some of the 


relatives who lived not fur disiant. Dr. 
Latimer wae on the seene about half an 
hour after Warren had dropped. He 
met Mr, Hutheson on the way and = the 


lattor accompanied hint tothe reene of | 
the tragedy, Oa being tnformed that the | 
woman was dead withont a donbt, the 
doctor turned his attention to the man | 
who was sill breathing and tossing | 
around in the blood whieh thiwed from | 
histhroat. He was aroneed a little on) 
hearing someone and he said: 

“bred, Ws all right, Fred.’ 

The doctor stooped down beside the dy- 
ing manto cateh 
might say. He opened his eves and then 
eaid: 

‘Give me another ent.” 

“Give you what?” said the doctor. 

“Gave me another wood ent’ 

These were the niourderer’s last words 
Tle was too far gone for any surgeon te 
save hir life, and a few minntes later he 
breathed his last.
